government. 
Should the Greek government not 
share the porte's views, it is believed 
the two governments would agree to

tion of the x>ower8. 


Great excitement is caused at Tor- 
onto by the publication of the partic- 
ulars of the attempt to abduct Hon. 
George Brown, the head of the gov- 
ernment and editor of the Globe, whicl» 
was unsuccessful; and the abduction 
of Robert Jaffray, a prominent whole- 
sale grocer and liberal. The latter was 
taken to the dismal Don marshes and 
had a desperate fight for liberty. He 
finally escaped and his assailants made 
their way by boat to the American 
side. 
Jaffray was enticed from home 
by a forged order from Judge Wil- 
son, who was represented as acting by 
command of the minister of justice. 


Advices from Hayti to August 20th 
state that the liberals have captured 
two mail steamers. 
The provisional 
government of Port au Frince sent 
troops against the liberalsat Gouaives. 
After a bloody struggle 
Gouaives 
took 
fire. 
Two-thirds of the town 
was burned, and the remainder pil- 
laged. 
After the defeat at Gouaives, 
Boyar Bazelais and adherents embark- 
ed for Jeremie, which pronounced in 
his favor, and where he intends to 
make a stand. 
Gen. Monpoint, aided 
by national troops 
from Port au 
Prince, has recaptured Cape Hayten, 
thus depriving the liberals of two 
strongholds in North Gouaives and 
Cape Haytien. 
The country is in a 
fearful condition. 
The fire at Jaca- 
mel has caused immense losses.

There were three 
other mea in the wi^on—two the 
fathers of the dead children, and a 
friend of Price. 
The horses took 
fright at the approach of a railroad 
motor and ran away. 
Price was drag- 
ged prer the dash board and kicked to 
aeath ; the otKer "iilfea.jtiad jumped out 
and were bruised. 


Cincinnati, Sept. 2.—The bodies of 
two women and à little girl were found 
in a house at Waynes ville, O., a sta- 
tion on the Little Miami Bailroad, 
this afternoon. 
They were all evi- 
dently murdered some days ago, as 
the stench from the bodies was dread- 
ful. They are supposed to be Mrs. 
Hattie Ber, sister and hersister'schild. 
Very little is yet known about the af- 
fair. The coroner will hold an in- 
quest to-morrow. The bodies were 
covered with bed clothing and had 
been sprinkled with lime. 


Newburg, N. Y., Sept. 2.—Patrick 
Smith, aged 55 years, has lived in Ver- 
planck woods nine weeks and four 
days without food, the last five with- 
out water, except the bark of trees, 
green rye berries and tops of shrub- 
bery which iae gnawed off. Smith had 
been a hard working, robust mechanic. 
About fourteen years ago he fell from 
a slippery ladder and injured his head 
and other parts of his body, and has 
since been mentally deranged. He 
disappeared June 23d, and was found 
by a searching party so emaciated that 
his friends and sons could not recog- 
nize him. He arrived home nearly 
dead, but it is now thought he will 
get well. 
Smith says he never closed 
his eyes at night while away. 


Jackson, Sept. 2.—The Chisholm 
murder cases were called up to-day in 
the circuit court. 
The defendants 
moved to quash 
the indictments, 
but 
the motions 
were overruled. 
The state and defendants then an- 
nounced themselves ready for trial, 
and special venires of seventy-five 
jurors were drawn in each case. The 
first case to be tried is that of Henry 
Gully for the murder of Miss Chis- 
holm, which is set for Friday. The 
other cases will be tried next week. 
Gen. Woodford will remain here till 
the close of the trial, but will take no 
part in the prosecution as he came as 
an escort for Miss Chisholm, a clerk in 
the treasury department in Washing- 
ton, and a witness for the prosecution. 


Reading,

2.—Frank 
Stechler, the youngest of tlie Räber 
murderers, has made a confession, al- 
leging t h a t Peters, t h e principal wit- 
ness in the prosecution, had previous- 
ly gone with Dreus and Räber to the 
stream in which Dreus and Peters in- 
tended to drown the old man, and 
that Peters subsequently purchased 
chloroform or ether at Johnstown to 
give Räber. 
After these two failures 
to kill Räber, Stechler was employed. 
He knew nothing of the parties en- 
gaged in the conspiracy. 
His com- 
munications had been solely with 
Dreus, who was to pay $100 for the 
part he took in it. 
He confessed he 
(Stechler) ijpt Räber by the legs and 
threw him in the water and jumped 
upon him, and that when Dreus got 
hold of him Stechler pressed him 
down in the water. 


New York, Sept. 2.—George Funck, 
^ e d fifty, a piano manufacturer, who 
jumped out of a fourth story window 
on the 20th, died Sunday. He leaves 
a wife and children, and is said to have 
been dissipated. 


A wealthy, handsome and brilliant 
Frenchman who gave the name of 
Louis Janneson, supposed to be ficti- 
tious, has been stopping at the Hotel 
Defiance and dissipating. He was 
found lying on the sidewalk Sunday 
night with a terrible gash in the back 
of the head, having fallen from the 
third story window, fracturing his 
skull. 


A man reg^istering a« Androw Ila'- 
sey, of New Jersey, shot himself twii • 
last Sunday at the hotel with a threc- 
barieled revolver, and then called for 
help. He is now lying in a precarious 
condition. 


Geo. Auchler was locked up Satur- 
day night without examination and 
was found dead in his cell in the 
morning. It is now thought his symp- 
toms of intoxication were caused by 
poison which he had taken to commit 
suicide. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 2.—Prof. De- 
han, well

Scarce- 
ly had the report died away when an- 
other shot was fired from the rear pai t 
of the yard, the ball striking Prof. 
Dehan in the left side, just below tlie 
heart, causing him to fall to the 
ground.

The storm abated ul)(«h; 5 p. sn. In 
addition to_ the damage stated the 
Morgan line roimd liouse iit Berwick 
City, a new building just completed 
to accommodate engines on the next 
extension, was demolished. 
Many 
dwellings have roofs off, chimneys 
down and are othervise injured. Ne- 
gro cabins at Freetown are nearly all 
demolished. 
The gale was so furious 
it carried plates from the iron ware 
hotJse on the Morgan wharf clear 
across the bay into Berwick City. 
Teche warehouse was carried across 
Front street and mashed in the front 
of three stores, carrying away galler- 
ies, etc. 
The steamboat Fuller was 
abandoned in the bay. 
Fears are 
felt for the safety of the steamboat 
Mattie, coming from Vermillion. The 
steamboat from Iberia brings the fol- 
lowing report of sugar houses partly 
blown down or entirely destroyed : 
Col. Boxworth, Matilla 
plantation; 
Dr. Saunders, Luckland 
plantation; 
Dan Thompson, Calumet; John Parr. 
Fairview and Glenwould; Steele & 
Clark, Lagonsdaslie; O. N. Stout, 
Point Pleasant; 
Louis 
Gramberg, 
Albania; James Todd, Arlington. In 
fact scarcely a place has escaped be- 
tween Morgan City and New Iberia. 
The loss by the destruction of cane 
and fruit is enormous, larger than 
ever known by any previous storm in 
this locality 
At Franklin, the Cath- 
olic church, Smith's warehouse and 
Walker-s warehouse and icehouse were 
blown down. 
Great destruction of 
property is reported on Bayou Vaile. 


Forty-five coal boats moored above 
the city sank during the storm yes- 
terday. 
Loss over $200,000. No in- 
surance. Many fences, trees and chim- 
neys were blown down and several 
houses unroofed. The only loss of 
life was George S Kuntz, pumper on 
the coal fleet. 


A dispatch from Hammond, on the 
Jackson Railroad, reports a severe 
storm to-^ay, uprooting trees, blowing 
down fences and completely wrecking 
telegraph lines. 
Trains are delayed 
by falling trees.

Dr. Dills—"! called upon that gentle- 
man and had a very pleasant visit with 
him." 
Dr. Beck—"Did you call In your position 
as president of the Allen County Medical 
Society 7" 
l>r. X>llls—"I eaUed upon nim and bad a 
pleasant visit." 
Dr. Anderson—"1 understand that Dr. 
von MoscbKisker has not a very high re- 
gard for the members ot° the profession in 
the city, and you, Dr. Dills, as the father 
of this association, should take better care 
of its children, and not countenance a 
man who looks down upon them, as it Is 
said he does." 
Dr. Dills—"I think the children are able 
to take care of themselves." 


Dr. Beck this morning called a SEN- 
TINEL reporter, and said to him: 


" I wish you would say in your pa- 
per to-night that the editor of the 
QazetU and his informant who report- 
ed that alleged conversation, are damn 
dirty 
liars, and I say so. I

ParUenlMrM of tlie Killing of J. W. 


Hunt nt Delplios Yesterdny, 


The SENTINEL, of yesterday con- 
tained a special telegram from Del- 
phos, O., concerning the killing of J . 
W. Hunt, president of the Toledo, 
Delphos& Burlington Railroad. The 
following are the particulars: 


He with another, gentleman was 
standing between the main and side 
tracks, engaged in earnest conversa- 
tion, not noticing an engine shifting 
cars on the side track. 
Having an 
occasion to cross over the side track 
between the two cars which were 
standing about three feet apart, he 
put his hands on the dead Woods of 
the cars, preparing to jump over, 
when the engine came back against 
the cars, catching him between the 
deadwoods and squeezing him badly.
